There were 6 cases (5 DFS and 1 YRS) where 
the date reported to AFCARS was between 7 
and 9 months prior to the end of the report period 
end date, or if applicable, the child’s discharge 
date.  While this meets the AFCARS standard, 
programmatically there should have been a review 
held at least within seven months of the last 
review, or the child having entered care.
